Sook Review. 


The Cruicible drama, first written and released as a 
play during the tumultuous era of american history in the 
early 50's reveals the accesability false accusations have 
in their ability to dramatically injure personal lives. 

Written by American playwright Arthur Miller (one 
time husband of Marilyn Monroe), the Cruicible unfolds 
many hidden shadows regarding the historic taboos surround- 
ing the Salem witch trails. This combined with the plays 
introductory year of 1953, the McCarthy communist scare, 
uncover a remarkable resemblance aligning the two eras. 
Similarities glare as you advance along the pages leading 
us to believe it to be primarily to assist in societal 
comprehension of the dialogue and the time period it sp- 
anned and secondly to reveal the unfairness of our social- 
Political system from the crudest set up all the way up the 
heirarchal ladder to the white house and 10 Downing street. 

Set in Salem, tass., in the spring of 1692, the greek 
dionesian (considered an evil time of the year), the 
witchhunt was simply a manifestation of the imagination. 
Not to say it didn't happen, but accusing another of witch- 
ery was merely an oppurtunity for many to express publicly 
his/her guilt under the guise of accusations against any 
innocent victims who would be easy to label. One accusation 
developed ten-fold and accusations transformed into a gen- 
eral revenge resulting in many unnecessary executions. 

Arthur Miller and theCruicible stand out in American 
dramatic history along with Tennessee Williams and dilliam 
Inge, two fellow playwrights of equal international fame. 
Miller's plays are simple and to the Point, but hold many 
alignments to other periods in America's past where crit- 
icisms of the theocracy, a combine of state and religious 
power, are easy to point out and prove, The Cruiciable falls 
no steps short of this observation.

Gregory's Girl opens the discriminatory door for 
women in a casual amusing way by exploring the phenomenon 
of teenage attraction where boys fall for liberal minded

Obvious when high schcol student, Gregory, falls 
madly in love with the best Player on the boy's football 
“soccer” team, who just happens to be 2 girl. Nothing 
hinders his nervous, stumbling advancements in making his 
feelings obvious even wnen his mates note, “she looks 
like a boy“ (by the way she doesn’t) as Gregory notes 
when he bluntly says, “oh those teeth, she's got nice 
teeth. Nice hair too, And she smells, she smells nice." 
Ridiculous but innocent and more realistic than many will 
admit. As many times it's the person with the horribly 
uneven messy hair, strange voice, long nose, dumbo ears 
and wobbly knees that attract our eye. Or, in Gregory's

Back to TORO and it: was- CHICAGO's ARTICLES OF FAITH June 18th 
and 19th. Scenesters around these-here parts are (getting) spoiled 
by weekend shows, judging from turnout. It'd break my heart to'see 
y'all havé to live in Mentreal where’ the only night available is 
Mondays at“le Cargo. ‘ARTICLES OF FATTHwére ‘almiost too big for the 
stage, being a five-piece with miti 3-guitar numbers.

Hall show with AoF and IRON CROSS, (D.C. boys) gets canned 
on extreme short notice and IRON CROSS don't have the funds to get to 
Philly, so AoF go solo. Show moves to a back yard, which is cool, 
party is shut down, which is not. AoF have to stop during their 8th 
song, 'American Dreams'. Whatever else you might read about what 
happened that night, Philadelphia is not,.I repeat, NOT, a police 
state. The police officers involved that night acted in a manner 
befitting those in a position of authority and responsibility, espe- 
cially considering the emotional charge of the incident--a stabbing.
